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FIGHTERS SUFFERERS AND VICTORS 
Ourselves All Souls All Saints 


, A few years ago a priest delivered a funeral 
sermon over the remains of a Civil War veteran, who 
though he lived in an entire Protestant community, 
was a militant Catholic, and highly respected by ev- 
erybody. On the occasion of his funeral the little 
Catholic Church could not hold all the people; the G. 
A. R. of the community attended the obsequies in a 
body; the ministers of the town, as well as the school 

because it was on Saturday, were also pres- 
ent. Patrick was proud indeed, of having been a sol- 
dier of his country, but even more proud of having 
a soldier of Jesus Christ. In his sermon, the 
priest explained the Communion of Saints, pointing 
out our teaching concerning the militant, the suffer- 
ing and the triumphant branches of God’s Church. 

He went back to the Civil War and drew a parallel. 
He explained how Patrick, and others who engaged in 
the same conflict, displayed the earnestness and ardor 
of a militant soldier, fighting for victory; he told of 
the many who were wounded, but not killed in the 
war, and who were confined to hospitals or sanatoria, 
for their healing and purification; then he spoke of 
the victorious in the army, who down to this day are 
being pensioned or rewarded for their services, and 
who enjoy the lasting gratitude of the people of the 
United States. Though this was ended nearly 60 
years ago, we still call the participants of that day 
members of the “Grand Army of the Republic.” True 
they are no longer fighting, but they are members of 
the Army Triumphant. So the: valiant soldier of 
Christ does not leave the spiritual army when he dies, 
but either joins the ranks of his victorious fellows in 

ven, or of those who must be healed of their 
wounds in the hospital of Purgatory, before they can 
be liberated to join the Triumphant branch. 

The priest told the people at Patrick’s funeral 
that while he was going to say something to them 
about Purgatory, it would not be necessary to prove 
that there is such a place, because they already believ- 
ed in it, no matter what @ profession they might make 
to the contrary. 

He reminded three ministers who were present 
that just the week before, they officiated at the fun- 
eral of a Protestant of prominence, and that each of 
them offered a prayer for him. “Prayer for the dead,” 
said the priest, “implies a belief in Purgatory, because 
the soul of one who is in Heaven has no need of our 
prayers, and the soul of one in Hell cannot be bene- 
fitted by our prayers.” He reminded them that if one 
were to divide the people of the world into groups, at 
least three groups would suggest themselves consti- 
tuted of (1) the very good; (2) the very bad: (3) 
those who belong to neither of these two extremes. It 
is very difficult: to believe that all people are worthy 
either of immediate Heaven or mmediate Hell. 
Hence, there must be a middle place for those who are 
too good for Hell but not good enough for immediate 
Heaven when they die. 

The outcome of the sermon was a diseussion on 
Purgatory throughout the community. A literary 
club made it the subject-matter for consideration at 
its next meeting. 

Isn't it strange that a doctrine which appeals Te 
strongly, both to the human mind and to the human 
heart, could have such little attention from non-Cath- 
olic Christians? Nothing can explain the rejection 
of Purgatory except prejudice, because no teaching 
of religion is more sane ‘3 

During this month of November let us, while 
praying for the souls in Purgatory, resolve to imitate
